AMERICAN WRECKERS. 

The Reason Why the Men and Machinery 
were Imported. 

Since the importation of divers, pumps, 
etc., for tho purpose of raising the 
stranded steamship Mexico by the under- 
writers there has been considerable enquiry 
as to why the work was not Hone by some 
local firm as at first anticipated. Mr. R. 
Finlayson, representing Lloyds, and Capt 
.John living, representing tho local com- 
pany, wero yesterday interviewed and the 
roal facts of thu caso learned. The only 
difference in the statements of the two 
gentlemen is that one claims that there 
was no available machinery for the pur- 
pose, and the other that there was a 
sufficient plant to do the work. However, 
the price tendered seems to have been the 
sticking point, and Lloyd's agent acted as 
he thought best for tin- interests of the 
company he represented. So far as allow- 
ing the machinery to como into tho 
province is concerned, it was entered at 
the custom house and duty paid, and there 
was nothing left, for the customs author- 
ities to do but to pass it, as it, was an im- 
portation of goods and nothing more. 
While tho Victoria linn have been un- 
successful in this instance, it is probable 
that a permanent wrecking company will 
be formed that will be able to carry out 
my work that, may he required in these 
waters. 

Mil. RODERICK FINLAYSON, 
Lloyd's agent, said on being interviewed, 
that he had made every enquiry in Vic- 
toria as to whether wrecking machinery 
was available, and was informed by prac- 
tical men that such was not, the case. lie. 
then applied to San Francisco under- 
writers (i, supply the pumps, hut not to 
send a steamer, as a suitable one could he 
secured here. On the arrival of the ma- 
chinery duty was paid thereon, and it. 
virtually became Canadian. Local vessels, 
local material and local people were being 
employed upon the work, only the ex- 
perienced di\ers who worked for tho un- 
derwriters being imported. He certainly 
was interested as much as any one elso in 
tho prosperity of Victoria, and had there 
been a wrecking company here competent 
the work at a reasonable figure, they 
most probably would have secured the 
work. In doing as be had done, he only 
acted as any other business man would 
have done, secured the best possible 
terms for the companies ho represented. 

OAPT. JOHN IttVINO, 
who, it was understood, put in a tender 
for tho purpose of raising the Mexico, on 
boing queried, said I hat, before he did 
so, ho understood that, American vessels 
and appliances were coming in to raise 
the stranded steamer, lie protested to 
Collector Uainloy, stating that, he was as 
well prepared to undertake the raising of 
tho vessel as any American wrecking com- 
pany on the coast. I le was then requested 
by Mr. Finlayson, agent for the under- 
writers, to lender for the work, and did 
so. The price was considered loo high. 
So far as wrecking appliances are con- 
cerned, tho statemi. hat there wero 
none is incorrect, and ho tendered Mr. 
Finlayson any bonds be might ask for, 
guaranteeing that he had the neccss.iry 
plant. Tho facta of the caso, after ex- 
amining the American plant, prove con- 
clusively that there was superior ma- 
chinery in Victoria to that imported. Of 
course, the price being considered ex- 
cessive, the underwriters imported the 
machinery, paid the duty, and be know 
of no lawful reason why they could not 
now proceed with the work. In referring 
to the Mexico, Capt. Irving said he was 
aware that neither Capt. Huntington nor 
Capt. Bruce bad anything whatever to do 
with the letter signed "Calif ornian," 
which appeared in Tut: Colonist.

SUPREME COURT. 

[Bofore Hon. Justices Crease, MoCrolght and 
Walkom.] 

Welch, Rithet it Co., appellants, vs. 
W. B. Adair, respondents.. This was an 
appeal by the defendants, Welch, Rithet 
A: Co., from a decree in the action pro- 
nounced hy Hon. Chief .) ustieo Sir M. B. 
Begbie. The action was brought by W. 
B. Adair against Welch Rithet & Co., 
asking for a reconveyance of land held 
under a mortgage on tho ground that, tho 
plaintiff' had discharged all his liability in 
connection with the guarantee given by 
him to Welch, Rithet & Co. to • secure 
them against advances made to Join. 
Adair & Co., salmon cannors. The learned 
chief justice had undo a decree allowing 
tho plaintiff' to redeem, and directing cer- 
tain accounts to be taken. After the ac- 
counts had been taken, and a heavy bal- 
ance found in favor of Welch, Rithet it 
Co., the matter was heard on further 
direction hy tho chief justice and after 
consideration he held that tho plaintiff 
satisfied his liability in regard to the said 
guarantee. From this judgment, Welch, 
Rithet & Co. appealed to tho full court. 
After tho appeal had been partially argued, 
tho court adjourned the further argument 
until the next silling, when the plaintiff 
and the defendants will be examined.

DEEPENING OF THE HARBOR. 

$100,000 to ho Asked ns a Starter foryltuprov- 
Lng the Harbor. /\ 

As will be seen by our special telegram 
from Ottawa, Messrs. Baker and Shake- 
speare are moving in the matter of secur- 
ing an appropriation of £100,000 fortbo 
purpose of deepening Victoria harbor. 
This matter was one of the planks in the 
platform of every candidate at the last 
general election, as it was deemed of the 
most vital importance to Victoria's ship- 
ping interests that such a desirable work 
should bo undertaken. Vessels of large 
draught desiring to enter the inner harbor 
have had to unload portions of cargo at 
the outer wharf before proceeding, and it 
felt that if the channel was deepened so 
to admit of vessels drawing Hi feet, of 
w iter, it would confer a great, boon upon 
ship-owners and the port. Once inside, 
there is no safer haven on tho coast, and 
it would bo an easy matter aft er the chan- 
nel was deepened to construct wharves on 
bot h sides of the harbor, and thus provide 
ample accommodation for a large shipping 
trade. 

Pelegrums were received by the board 
of trade, and yesterday a mooting of tho 
council was held and the question thor- 
oughly discussed. The decision was 
unanimous that the matter should receive 
prompt, attention, and as a result, a resolu- 
tion was carried, which will be telegraphed 
to tho members for this city and to the 
government. This resolution sots forth 
the necessity for deepening the channel 
from tho harbor entrance to t he wharves, 
so as to admit of the passage of vessels 
drawing sixteen feel, of water at low tide, 
and urges the members to use every pos- 
sible persuasion to induce the granting of 
a sum of $100,000 for the commencement 
of the work. It is thought that the mat- 
ter will rocoivb the favorable considera- 
tion of the government, and that the sum 
askod for will bo appropriated for the 
purpose.

OUR INDIANS. 

Tho annual report of tho department 
of Indian affairs is at hand, One 
of the most important features of 
it is contained in the report of the 
Bupcrinteudunt-goneral of Indian affairs, 
Sir John Macdonald. H'o ruler to 
that portion of it dealing with the 
troubles at. Metlakalltlil last year. The 
report goes on to say that in llritish Col- 
umbia the survey of the reserves nut lie 
North-West coast which wore allotted to 
the Tsimpsehuan nation, in 1881, occa- 
sioned dissatisfaction amongst some of 
thoso Indians, they having become imbued 
with an idea, fostered among them by 
evil advisors, that they wore the legal 
owners of tho entire country, and that by 
permitting the boundaries of reserves for 
occupation by them to he surveyed they 
would weaken their claim to the title of 
the larger area. The surveyor who had 
been sent to tile coast for tho above pur- 
pose made repeated hut fruitless efforts to 
accomplish the work;— the Indians on 
each occasion of his attempting to proceed 
with it, forcibly, but without violence— 
excepting on ouo occasion, when the sur- 
veyor's instrument was taken from him 
and his wrist was slightly injured in the 
struggle— prevented him from doing so. 
Representations having been made to the 
provincial government, the services of H. 
M. S. Cormorant were secured to convoy 
a stipendiary magistrate, the chief of 
police at Victoria and a pom of constables 
to the locality. I'pon the arrival of the 
vessel, arrests of eight of the ringleaders 
were effected; and they were tried before 
tho Btipandiary magistrate, convicted and 
sentenced to various terms of imprison- 
ment, or committed for trial before a high- 
er court, as the nature of their individual 
oll'unos warranted. 

"The survey of the reserves 
was proceeded with," says the 
report, "before the Cormorant left Met- 
lakahtk, and it is hoped there will he no 
further molestation of the surveyor by 
the Indians. It is duo to Mr. Tuck, tho 
surveyor, to say that he showed much 
courage and very commendable forbear- 
ance with the Indians in tho trying cir- 
cumstances in which ho was placed. "The 
Indians offered no resistance to the police 
in making the arrests. They said Hurt 
they did not know that they were infring- 
ing the law by preventing the survey 
from being made; that they had been 
told that they could not bo prosecuted for 
the same; that otherwise they would not 
have acted as they did; and they promis- 
ed to interfere no more with the surveyor. 
The surveyor's instrument was recovered, 
an anonymous letter having been received 
by him revealing its whereabouts. The 
misbehavior of the Indians in the matter 
of tho survey was, it is feared, the result 
of e\i! counsel given thorn by those who 
should, from the position occupied by 
them towards tho Indians, have been 
their advisers for good instead of for evil. 
This is all tho more to be regretted, in 
view of the fact that one at least, if not 
more of those suspected of having used 
their influonco with the Indians to insti- 
gate them to the committal of the acts of 
lawlessness above described, was for many 
years largely instrumental in promoting 
their welfare and indeed in reclaiming 
them from their condition as savages. 
But of late years owing to chagrin at tho 
action of the church missionary society, 
in whose service the work had been from 
the outset carried on, in refusing 
its sanction to certain changes in- 
augurated or proposed to bo in- 
troduced in the ritual of tho Church' 
of England nt Metlakahtla, which result- 
ed in the appointment of Bishop Ridley 
as overseer of that mission and of the 
other missions of tho Church of England 
on that coast, bitter antagonism bus been 
displayed; the former lay incumbent of 
tho mission being tho leader of a very 
large contingent of the Indian population, 
whoso feeling towards Bishop Ridley and 
his adherents has led thoill to the commis- 
sion of acts which cannot oven be justifi- 
ed on the ground of low, much lessen that 
of Christian amity; the latest act being 
tho erection of a building in such a posi- 
tion as not only to obstruct the light to 
tho bishop's residence, hut also to com- 
mand a view of what transpired therein; 
and although an injunction was obtained 
front tho supremo court at Victoria, order- 
ing the removal of the building, it was 
not obeyed until after the arrival of the 
Cormorant at Metlakahtla with the police, 
for the purpose of arresting those who 
had interrupted tho sttrvoy, wh*n tho 
building in question was remov <i by the 
owners without any further action being 
necessary on the part of tho authorities." 

To the mind of the Superintendent Gen- 
eral it is pleasant to turn from tho state 
of things above described to contemplate 
tho different conditions of matters in other 
sections of the province, where such ovil 
lnlltiences have not been brought to bear 
on the Indian mind, but tho opposite, and 
to mark the evidences given by the In- 
dians of progress towards civilization; for 
instance at Kincolith, on tho Naas river, 



and at Cowichan, at each of which re- 
serves at il(e request of tho Indians the 
Advancement Act of 1884 has been brought 
in operation." 

Tho figures bIiow that the appropria- 
tion for general purpqsee during tho 
year was $26,780 and the supplement 
tary appropriation 82,21 1.-67, boing an ovor 
expenditure of $2,966.63. The appropria- 
tion for surveys wasSIUKIO, thoover-o.qmn- 
diture lining $1,075.39. The appropriation 
for Reserve commission was §9,500, show- 
ing an unexpended balance of $3,250. Tho 
over-expenditure on the wholo appropria- 
tion was $792.02. The census returns of 
resident and nomadic Indians shows that 
in the west coast agency there were 3,415; 
in the Eraser river agency, 5,020; in tho 
Kaiuloops agency, L',(iSf; in the Cowiobun 
agency, 2,060; in the Kwa.wko\vth agon. , 
1,969; in thoOkanagon agency, 1004; and 
in the Williams Lake agency, l,!Mi8. No 
agents havo as yet been appointed for the 
following bands, namely: Bellaconla and 
Hiletsuok, 2,500; Eydah, 2,500; Kooton- 
ay, 400; Siccanoe, 500; Tahelie, 1,000; 
Tsimpshean, 5,000; and bands not visited, 
8,522, According to tho census there aro 
38,530 Indians in British Columbia, the 
largest population of any province of t he 
Dominion, Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories coining next with 30,578. Tho 
entire number of Indians in Canada is 
128,701. 

THE COLONIAL CONFERENCE. 

The colonial conforence which has just 
opened in London marks an important ad- 
vance in the great work of imperial feder- 
ation. It was Mr. Stanhope who, as 
colonial secretary, had the honor of taking 
the initiative ill calling together the assem- 
bly, the first sitting of w hich was held at 
the foreign oflico. Lord Salisbury, as 
prime minister, in tho name of the coun- 
try appropriately welcomed tho represent- 
atives, who are entitled to speak for the 
inhabitants of thirty-seven colonies, and ii 
was intimated before tho close of the pro- 
ceedings that her majesty on her return 
front the coutinoni world bo pleased to 
receive from tho delegates addresses of 
congratulation on her jubilee. A univers- 
al movomonl animates both tho mother 
country and her numerous colonial pus 
sessions io faiu,' oi not simply promoting 
a better understanding, but oi completing 
a system of self-defence which shall oper- 
ate for all time as a guarantee of imperial 
unity. The Australian colonies, during tho 
last thirty years of independent existence, 
have spent large sums upon defences, and 
by providing ports where I he imperial 
squadrons may coal, rotit, and repair they 
maybe said to havo contributed t<> im- 
perial efficiency. And I hoy have gone 
further. As tho chief secretary for Vic 
toria has remarked, "overtures have been 
intuits to the admiralty, and only one 
thing remains In he accomplished for flu- 
establishment of an Australian Heel in 
Australian waters, provided by tho iiu 
perial government, but maintained by 
the colonies. As the colonies grow thai 
fleet will grow and with it, thai 
Imperial power in those sens." This is one 
of the questions that have to 1 i dealt with 
in a practical and statesmanlike .spirit, 
and in a manner satisfactory alike Lo tin- 
people of (ileal Britain and' those of the 
colonies. It must lie obvious that all) 
occurrence which would have the effect, of 
cutting off the cehtro of tho empire from 
any of her remote parts would bo a grave 
calamity, and, it- follows, therefore, that 
the maintenance of the supremacy of the 
navy is a subject of the first importance. 
In this connection the establishment of 
cable communication between England 
and the colonies is a preliminary matter 
which is not likely to he much longer ig- 
nored. Patriotism is tho active principle 
of the Imperial federal ion movement. It 
is recognized on all hands thai tho main- 
tenance of the empire i.s the only 
security for future prosperity and liberty.

The movement in favor 
of Prince Alexander's recall is said to be 
daily acquiring strength, so much so that 
it is already beyond the control of the 
authorities. That popular prince, how- 
ever, declines the proferred honor, and 
as matters stand it looks as if tho diffi- 
culty would in time overshadow even tho 
Franco-German quarrels.

THK DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE 
MALE AND FEMALE BRAIN. 

Many observations have shown that t ho 
average male brain weighs a little over 
forty-nine ounces, while tho average fe- 
male brain is a little over forty-four 
ounces, or about six ounces less. The 

proportion existing between the two is 
therefore as 100:90. This apparently 
makes a good showing fur man, but when 
we look at the matter in another, and pos- 
sibly a more correct light, tho advantage 
is rather tho other way; for relatively t<> 
the weight of tho body in the two sexes, 
tho difference, what- there is, is in favor of 
woman. 'The body of the female is shorter 
and weighs less than t hai of the male. 
Thus, in man tho weight of brain to that 
of the body has been found to ho an aver- 
age of 1:3H,50, while in woman it- is as 
1:36.46, a difference of .04 in her favor. 
Possibly this may be a more correct way 
of determining tho si/.o of tho brain than 
by absolute measurements without regard 
to tlKi size of tho body. Tho doubt, arises 
from tho fact that wo do not know that, 
very thin persons, in whom of course, 
other tilings being equal, tho brain would 
bo relatively larger, are more remarkable 
for mental vigor than are very stout ones, 
in whom the relative si/o of the brain 
would bo loss. Such being the case, it is 
difficult to believe that, tho proportionate 
size of the brain to that of tho body has 
any important influence as a factor 
in the production of mind. It, is tho 
absolute rather than tho relative amount, 
of gray mat tor that is to In; consid- 
ered in determining tho brain power. It 
must, however, lie borne in mind that tho 
quantity of gray matter cannot always bu 
positively affirmed from a determination 
of the si/.o of tho brain, though in gonoral 
it can. Again, tho specific gravity of tho 
male brain, both of the white and gray 
substance., is greater in man than il is in 
woman. Bearing in view these differences 
it, is impossible to avoid tho conclusion that, 
tboro must, also be some points of dissimi- 
larity in tho minds of tho two soxes. Not 
necessarily that, one is superior to tho 
other, but that they aro different, We 
see tho diversities every day, diversities 
of perception, of emotion, of intellect, of 
will. In some respects the mind of man 
excels; in others, that of woman is super- 
ior. It would lie a bad state of things for 
mankind if the mind in the two primary 
divisions of tho human race wore the same. 
In barbarous nations the difference in size 
is loss than it, is with civilized people and 
as one consequence of this fact- there is not, 
so groat a difference ill the mental develop- 
ment. Thus among the Australians and tho 
negroes of Africa the skulls of men and 
women aro much more alike in size than 
they aro in Europeans. It would appear 
from this fact, either tho women for Some 
cause or othor have not rvailod titem- 
solves of the advantages of civilization ua 
factors in brain development to tho same

The Nicola .Ulnes. 

Two mining superintendents from Cali- 
fornia and Nevada visited the Nicola mines 
last week, and reported very favoAbly on 
the prospects of the leads examined. The 
gentlemen are Messrs. Henderson and 
Prober!., and the former has bought an 
interest in the Patterson mine; the latter 
will have an interest in an English syndi- 
cate that is expected to purchase tho 
Nicola Mining Co. 's claim. A ton of low- 
grade ore will bo forwarded immediately 
from the mines to San Francisco to be 
further tested, and to supply the means of 
deciding what kind of machinery is most 
suitable for reducing the ores and working 
the mines. The machinery will be on the 
ground at an early date, and it is expected 
that it will be at work during the latter 
part of the summer. Two years work has 
been already done on these claims, and 
there are 600 ions of good ore now on 
tho surface, but no ore has yet been real- 
ized on, or reduced. It is probable that 
when the machinery at these mines is once 
in full swing that a considerable population 
will be attracted to the locality of Nicola; 
and as gold, silver, ooppur and other mot 
als abound in the neighborhood the pros- 
pects are bright in variety a.s well as rich- 
ness. The Nicola mines, thirty miles by 
waggon road from ICainloops, are situated 
near tho Nicola river, which gives abund- 
ant water for continuous working and 
washing.-- Inland tientincl. 



KxtraoMllnnrj'JDevcloniiicut »r Kinlitrntlou. 

The Liverpool Mcrcuri/ says: The re- 
markable revival of trade in the Cnitud 
States and Canada has lead to a substan- 
tial increase in the proportions of the 
emigration from ISuropo. So pronounced 
is Ibis that nearly all the Atlantic lines 
have issued notices to their agents to stop 
booking for the present. The special fea- 
ture of this position is that numbers of 
mechanics are going out, especially brick- 
layers, plasterers and masons, from Scot- 
laud, Wales, and t he northern districts of 
England, in response to advices from tho 
other side that good openings are now 
presenting to such craftsmen. Tho gen- 
eral prospects of tho emigration trade are 
equally brisk. The German lines are un - 
derstood to be already fully booked, and 
a considerable accession to the numbers 
of Germans passing through Liverpool is 
to be expected. The Swedes and Norwe- 
gians are fully to the fore. The attrac- 
tions of the Canadian North-west, and 
especially of the Canadian Pacillo slope, 
are distinctly in the oscondaut, more emi- 
grants having been hooked for British 
Columbia during tho past two months 
than :u tho preceding year, and, indeed, 
far a long time previous.

Lease untie O. It, A N. 

The lease of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation lines to the Union Pacific has 
finally been consummated. The lease, 
practically a purchase, changes the status 
of the Oregon Railway and Navigation, 
now a local road with through connections 
making it a link in a through line from 
Portland to 1 hnaha. Much dissatisfaction 
has been expressed in Port land at the way 
in which tho Orogon Railway and Naviga- 
tion company has been managed. It has 
been charged, says tho Seattle /'.-/., und 
apparently not without reason, that Presi- 
dent Smith has given too much ofhis time 
to Wall Btleol and too little to the cities 
that are dependent on this road for trans- 
portation facilities. The fact of the lease, 
therefore, is bailed with much satisfaction 
in Portland, and the feeling is that under 
tho management of the Union Pacific com- 
pany the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company's line will bo operated 
in a moro satisfactory maimer, 
t )uc thing certainly seems clear, and thai 
is that the new arrangement will compel 
the Northern Pacific to be on its best 
behavior towards Portland, or else lose a 
large and valuable part of its business. 
It is understood that T. .1. Potter, vice- 
president of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad, has accepted the general 
management of the combined lines with 
the rank of first vice-president, at the 
earnest solicitation of tho Oregon com- 
pany. His acceptance was on the con- 
dition that the lease should lie accom- 
plished. The presidency of the St. Paul 
road lias been offered to Mr. Potter, since 
the death of Mr. Mitchell, but the sign- 
ing of the lease prevents his acceptance.
